He plans to attend BYU, at least for 
his first year, to assure that his room- 
mates will have standards similar to 
his own.

Cannon’s mother, Ardyth, said she 
and her husband left Andrew’s col- 
lege decision to him. They were not 
worried that Andrew’s going to 
another university would hinder his 
spirituality. 

Staying active in the LDS Church is 
not always guaranteed by attending 
BYU, however. Ann Florence of Salt 
Lake City said she stopped attending 
the LDS Church shortly after graduat- 
ing from BYU in 1971 but later 
became active in the church again. 

“I did not like BYU,” Florence said. 
“T didn’t like what it did to me, and so 
I haven't been very positive about it 
all these years.” 

Florence, who has a son attending 
Swarthmore College near 
Philadelphia, said she felt her son 
would also have a negative religious 
experience if he attended BYU. 
Florence said she realizes BYU may 
have changed since 1971, but she still 
is against the dress code, which is one 
reason her son is at Swarthmore 
instead of BYU. 

“My son had hair past his shoulders, 
and he was a perfectly fine Mormon, 
but there was no way they would even 
let him on campus in Provo.” 

Timpview High honor student 
Brandon Salmon has no problem with 
the BYU campus. However, he will 
attend BYU only if he does not 
receive a scholarship offer from 
Stanford, which costs $20,000 to 
$30,000 per year. 

Salmon lived outside Utah for 12 
years, in California and Virginia, 
before coming to Orem, and he 
wouldn't mind going to college out of 
state because he has seen LDS 
Church members in other states form 
close relationships. 

“There's a very strong bond of LDS 
members outside BYU,” Salmon said. 
“You become very close to the mem- 
bers because there are so few.” 
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SLC board bans high school clubs

SALT LAKE CITY — The Chess Club: gone. 
The Ski Club: no more. The same with Students 
Against Drunk Driving and Bible clubs. 

Rather than let homosexual high school students 
form an organization, the city’s board of education 
voted to ban all nonacademic clubs. 

“Everyone suffers because of the gays,” com- 
plained Brett Shields, a 16-year-old at East High 
School and a member of the Beef Club, a social 
club that met last week to eat steaks and burgers 
and attend a “monster truck” rally. 

The 4-3 vote by the Salt Lake City School Board 
late Tuesday was the latest in a bitter statewide 
debate over a move by students to form a gay- 
straight student alliance at East High. 

School board members that said federal law and a 
U.S. Supreme Court ruling gave them only two 
options: allow all extracurricular clubs or eliminate 
them all. 

The issue has reverberated from the classroom to 
the Capitol as Utah’s conservative Republican- 
dominated Legislature scrambles for a way to ban 
gay clubs without closing down such student enter- 
prises as the Beef Club and without being accused

of discriminating against homosexuals. 
Roughly 85 percent of the 104 members of the 


Legislature are members of The Church of Jesus 


Christ of Latter-day Saints, as are more than 70 per- 
cent of their constituents. The church condemns 
homosexual acts and any sexual relationships out- 
side marriage. 

Some 30 service, ethnic or sports clubs at East 
High will be affected by the board’s action begin- 
ning with the 1996-97 school year. 

The ban will also apply to the district’s two other 
high schools. 

Board president Mary Jo Rasmussen, who 
opposed the ban, said it remained unclear whether 
the high schools’ varsity teams would be eliminat- 
ed, too. 

Some students on Wednesday blamed the clubs’ 
demise on about two dozen homosexual or bisexual 
students who had pressed for a gay club. 

“Some people are glad they got rid of it, but dis- 
appointed they also got rid of everything,” Shields 
said. 

Supporters of the gay club criticized the board’s 
solution. 

“T think they’re punishing all of the Salt Lake City 
School District because they’re afraid of one club,” 


said Holly Peterson, a West High student and sister 
of Kelli Peterson, founder of the Gay-Straight 
Alliance at East. 

At the 2 1/2-hour public hearing, backers of the 
gay club contended kids struggling with sexual 
identity problems need one another’s support in a 
homophobic environment. Opponents contended 
that allowing the club would be giving tacit 
approval to immoral conduct. 

The meeting was punctuated by shouting matches, 
with some opponents equating homosexuals with 
transvestites, alcoholics and perverts. Supporters of 
the gay alliance carried signs saying “Down with 
homophobic clergy.” 

Doug Bates, attorney for the state Office of 
Education, said the new policy will cancel any club 
not directly tied to a classroom. 

The Legislature is considering two bills address- 
ing gay clubs. One would require parental consent 
for participation in clubs that meet on school 
grounds; the other would prevent school employees 
and volunteers from supporting illegal conduct, 
such as sodomy. 

Gov. Mike Leavitt has not officially endorsed the 
legislation but on personal religious grounds has 
decried the formation of gay clubs in schools. 


Utah bill requires women 
see video before abortion

RED CLIFF, Colo. — A freight 
train derailed near a snowy pass high 
in the Rockies on Wednesday, killing 
two crew members and spilling thou- 
sands of gallons of sulfuric acid down 
a mountainside and across a highway. 

Rescuers trudged through waist- 
deep snow to reach the wreckage of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad train 
near 10,400-foot Tennessee Pass, 10 
miles north of the historic mining 
town of Leadville. 

“At-this-time- we-do. not. know. what 
caused the derailment,” said*sheriff’s 
spokeswoman Kim Andre, “but we 
are surmising snow may have played 
a major part in it.” 

Nearly 2 1/2 feet of snow had fallen 
Tuesday night, and more snow fell 
Wednesday, Andre said. 

The National Weather Service said 
several avalanches were reported in 
the area. 

But sheriff's spokesman Jeff 
Beavers said there was no obvious 
sign of an avalanche near the tracks. 

It was the fifth major train accident 
in the United States this month. 
Authorities have found no common 
link. The 82-car train was bound from 
East St. Louis, Ill., to Roseville, 
Calif., when it jumped the tracks 
before dawn. Both engines and 25 
freight cars derailed, said Mike 
Furtney, a Southern Pacific Railroad 
spokesman. 

The engineer and a student engineer 
were killed. Their names were not 
immediately released. 

Steven Hudson, 45, of Pueblo, the 
conductor, was hospitalized in fair 


Twenty others, not on the train but 
affected by the fumes, were treated at 
a hospital and released. 

Two of six tank cars containing sul- 
furic acid broke open, spilling some 
of the 27,000 gallons they contained, 
Furtney said. 

It wasn’t immediately known how 
much acid had spilled over U.S. 
Highway 24, a main route between 
Leadville and Vail. 

Authorities at first feared the acid 
would flow into the Eagle River and 
its. tributaries but discovered the lig- 
uid had pooled in low spots and was 
contained. 

The acid is highly corrosive if it 
comes in contact with the skin or 
clothing, and its fumes can be harmful 
to breathe. Hazardous-materials teams 
were sent to dump an alkaline materi- 
al to neutralize the acid. 

About 40 cars drove through the 
acid before the highway was closed, 
Eagle County administrator Jack 
Ingstad said. Car owners were warned 
that the acid could cause dangerous 
fumes in a closed garage and could 
corrode brakes. 

A ski area two miles from the spill 
was also closed as a precaution. 

On Feb. 1, two crew members were 
killed in a freight train derailment in 
southern California; two crew mem- 
bers and a passenger died in a com- 
muter-train collision in New Jersey on 
Feb. 9; nine people were injured: last 
week by a runaway freight train in St. 
Paul, Minn.; and 1! were killed last 
week when a commuter train and an 
Amtrak train collided in Silver 
Spring, Md.

The Utah House of Representatives passed a bill Tuesday tghtening the 
informed consent requirement for an abortion. 

The bill, which is sponsored by Rep. Robert H.M. Killpack, R-Murray, 
would require women who are considering an abortion to view a video pro- 
duced by Utah's Department of Health showing the various stages of pres- 
nancy, as well as alternatives to abortion. : 

“The video will contain what happens at conception, physical characteris- 
tics of the fetus, innate mental capability and when sex is determined,” 
Killpack said. “It will also show that at three weeks gestation, there is a 
heartbeat, and it will show the developmental stages with sonogram and 


intrauterine photography.” 


In addition to the explanations of conception, the video will also “give 
(the women) options and tell them what we can de to help them. Adoption 
will be emphasized as will the fact that there are agencies that can help 
them to keep the child. It will help them to understand the good feelings 
that they can have through giving the child up for adoption. It emphasizes 


the good,” Killpack said. 


The bill also requires women considering terminating their pregnancies to 
have a face-to-face consultation at least 24 hours before the procedure is 
performed. Currently, women fulfill the informed consent requirement by 
speaking to a physician or a nurse over the telephone. 

“It won't hurt anyone or create any stress,” Killpack said, “and it protects 


the physician too.” 


The bill would also allow women considering an abortion free ultra- 
sounds through county health departments. The video and the ultrasounds 
will cost the health department an estimated $100,000. 

~The thing that is key is that under the informed consent of the Casey rul- 
ing, it is recognized that the state has profound interest in unborn human 
life throughout pregnancy, and the way it exercises that right is by giving 
information; information by the state that preferences childbirth over abor- 


tion,” Killpack said. 


The ruling he referred to, Planned Parenthood vs. Casey, established the 
“undue burden” test in the U.S. Supreme Court. The undue burden test 
considers whether the purpose or effect of the requirement places a “sub- 
stantial obstacle” in the path of a woman seeking to end her pregnancy. 

“When Roe vs. Wade came out 23 years ago, I said the only thing we 
can do is give women the proper information,” Killpack said. 

The bill now goes to the Senate, and it is unclear how much opposition, if 
any, will be faced there. “It already passed the house 53-15, we'll have to 
work to get it through the Senate,” Killpack said. “If they are going to 
defeat this, they must show that it places a substantial burden in the way of 
the woman’s ultimate decision to have an abortion, and it doesn’t do that.” 


Utah fears fluoridated water

While many people don’t like the 
idea of adding something to their 
water, fluoride has been proven to 
fight gum disease and is a mandated 
water additive in several states — but 
not in Utah. 

Chris Martin, manager of media 
relations at the American Dental 
Association (ADA), said fluoridated 
water is vital for oral hygiene. 

“Fluoride in community water 
works with the body’s saliva to 
strengthen enamel and ward off bacte- 
ria,” Martin said. 

“If teeth are not treated with fluo- 
ride, then not only will a person lose 
teeth, but also self-esteem, good nutri- 
tion habits and overall health. Chronic 
problems will emerge. Your mouth is 
a part of overall health,” Martin said. 

Infants are recommended to start 
receiving fluoride treatments at six 
months. Since Utah doesn’t offer flu- 
oridated water, many infants are pre- 
scribed fluoride drops. Martin said as 
people age, gums are more apt to 
recede. 

“Fluoride is still important for 
adults,” he said. 

Sixty-two percent of communities 
nationwide have fluoridated water. A

state mandate is required for all com- 
munities statewide to provide fluori- 
dated water. 

“No statewide mandate, no fluori- 
dated water,” Martin said. 

Monte Thompson, director of the 
Utah Dental Association, said com- 
munities in Utah can still provide flu- 
oridated water for local citizens even 
though Utah has no mandate. 

“Brigham City, Helper and all mili- 
tary bases and reservations in Utah 
have fluoridated water,” Thompson 
said. 

Thompson said Utah residents are 
afraid to add fluoride to water. 

“There’s a fear factor involved in 
adding things to water.” 

“People think nature’s the way to 
be. But they’re not reasonable. Food 
and other things we ingest have addi- 
tives,” he said. 

Thompson said Utah politicians 
would probably support fluoridated 
water, but their constituency would 
not. 

“Fluoridated water is like the helmet 
law. It makes sense, but Utah is resis- 
tant,” Thompson said. 

“People need to be educated about 
fluoridated water. That often occurs 
in the dentist office, but some people 
mistrust their dentist.” Thompson 
said. 
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S. Africa opens all-white school to blacks 


POTGIETERSRUS, South Africa — Seven-year-old Karabo Kekana shook 
his head “no” when asked if he wanted to be one of the first black children to 
join 700 whites at Potgietersrus primary school. His mother had other ideas. 

She woke him up from his afternoon nap Wednesday to register him after a 
judge upheld last week’s landmark ruling that the school’s whites-only policy 
— a holdover from apartheid — was unconstitutional. 

“I want my child to get a quality education, just like whites,’ said Meiki 
Kekana. 

She and other parents defied the cold stares of whites who gathered to watch 
them register 16 children, who will begin classes today. 

“Tm not afraid,’ Kekana said. 

Not that she doesn’t know what is in store for the children on the first day of 
classes. Police plan to guard the students — much as U.S. officers did during 
the American civil rights movement — and dozens of journalists are in place to 
record the students’ arrival. 

The school] drew international attention last month, when a black family 
insisted on sending its children to the school and the school replied that blacks 
were not welcome. 


W. Va. child molester gets up to 185 years 


BECKLEY, W. Va. — A Raleigh County man has been sentenced to up to 185 
years in prison for repeatedly raping and sodomizing his two children, crimes 
that led his ex-wife to sue The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. 

James Adams, 41, of Crab Orchard also was fined $30,000 Tuesday. 

Adams pleaded guilty to molesting the children between 1989 and 1994. His 
son was eight and his daughter was five when the abuse began, authorities said. 
Prosecutors said Adams videotaped himseif having sex with the children. 

Public defenders said Adams pleaded guilty to a 37-count indictment against 
their advice. 

Adams said his plea has nothing to do with the $750 million lawsuit pending 
against the LDS Church. 


2 Arkansas men charged in misuse of funds 


WASHINGTON — When an Arkansas banker hand-delivered campaign con- 
tributions to then-Goy. Bill Clinton in December 1990, the two discussed 
arranging a top state appointment for the banker’s partner, lawyers familiar with 
the Whitewater investigation said Wednesday. 

Clinton made the appointment the following month. 

The donations were the subject of an indictment this week that charged 
Robert M. Hill and his partner with misusing funds from their bank to reim- 
burse donors for their checks to Clinton. 

Five lawyers familiar with the investigation told The Associated Press that 
prosecutor Kenneth Starr has been intensely interested in the Dec. 14, 1990, 
meeting between Clinton and Hill at the governor’s office. 

Investigators have a scheduling memo written by a secretary in the governor’s 
office that says Hill wanted to discuss the state appointment when he delivered 
the $7,000 in contributions. 


N.H. results to be tested in next 5 primaries 


WASHINGTON — Fresh from the tumult of New Hampshire, the GOP presi- 
dential race Wednesday entered a 10-day stretch in which voters in five states 
will test Pat Buchanan’s momentum and Bob Dole’s ability to rebound. 

For former Tennessee Gov. Lamar Alexander, who placed a solid third in New 
Hampshire, this next phase of the campaign could prove frustrating. He is not 
well organized in any of the next five states to vote, and some Republicans 
wonder if he can raise sorely needed funds. 

Buchanan’s victory sent shivers through a GOP establishment that views him 
as a threat not only to retaking the White House but to maintaining Republican 
congressional majorities. 

The consensus view in Washington and among most Republican elected offi- 
cials remained that Buchanan would not — and some argued fiercely could not 
— capture the GOP nomination and that either Dole would recover or 
Alexander would emerge as the nominee. 

But these establishment voices were chastised by others in the party who said 
the time for underestimating Buchanan was over.

Yellowstone buffalo shot 
to prevent disease spread

BOZEMAN — State livestock and 
wildlife officials on Wednesday shot 
22 buffalo that had wandered out of 
Yellowstone National Park, pushing 
the slaughter this winter past 200. 

More may be killed this week. 

The bison were on Horse Butte in 
the Gallatin National Forest near West 
Yellowstone, said Mark Bridges, act- 
ing executive secretary of the 
Livestock Board. 

A total of 216 buffalo from 
Yellowstone have been killed since 
last October, Bridges said. 

The 1995 Legislature put the state 
Department of Livestock in charge of 
managing the bison when they enter 
Montana. 

Between 300 and 400 buffalo are 
outside Yellowstone National Park,

Professor lectures about globalization

With membership in The Church of

The church 
and companies must define their com- 
petitors and differentiate themselves 
from their competitors in order to be 
successful, Radebaugh said.

It is meant to be 
‘poignant, timely and compelling, 
with the hope that it will stimulate 
thought and provoke awareness. 
The intent of the house editorial is 
not to tell others that their opinion 
is wrong or that there is only one 
side to an issue, but to promote

The endless squabbling and wrangling between Congressional 
Republicans and the White House Democrats over a balanced budget 
plan resembles not a sophisticated political machine, but a gang of 
spoiled children who refuse to share, pouting and calling names in 
order to get their way. 

President Clinton ended a three-week government show-down 
Saturday, which served not to further the way to a balanced budget, but 
had more the effect of hastily plugging a crumbling dike. Typically, 
Republicans rejected the budget p!an that Clinton submitted for 
approval Sunday, warning that they will close government programs 
they don’t like if there’s no agreement on a budget plan within the next 
few weeks. 

House Republican Whip Tom DeLay of Texas said, “We are going to 
fund only those programs we want to fund. We're in charge. We don’t 
have to negotiate with the Senate, we don’t have to negotiate with the 
Democrats.” This colossal display of Republican ego demonstrates the 
very heart of the budget problem and why the impasse won't be over- 
come until both Republicans and Democrats acknowledge the issue and 
vow to work through it. 

Both sides agree that cooperation is necessary to end the crisis, but 
the fact that neither side is willing to compromise or offer concessions 
to the opposition, leading to the continual threat of yet another govern- 
ment shut-down, is creating the biggest problem facing the federal gov- 
ernment.

The editorial page is one of the seeming anomalies of a newspaper. 
Normally journalists strive for scrupulous balance in their coverage of 
important issues and events. On the editorial page, however, journalists, 
columnist, readers, or anyone wishing to have a public voice is free to be 
opinionated, one-sided and decidedly non-objective. The editorial page is 
a forum for the open discussion of ideas in order to foster healthy debate. 
The opinions on an editorial page are just that — opinions. They may pre- 
sent only one side of an issue, one person’s ideas. They do not necessarily 
attempt to set a precedent, but to make others aware of different view- 
points and offer suggested courses of action. The editorial page is essential 
to a newspaper to serve and educate the readers and create greater enlight- 


The editorial cartoon is an integral part of any 
editorial page. Often visual images present an 
idea or concept better than words could. In one 
frame an editorial cartoonist expresses a view 
about politics, social problems, government 
bureaucrats, or other hot topics. Clever carica- 
tures and exaggerated drawings often leave a 
more lasting impression than columns or view- \y 
points. As with the house editorial, the editorial | 
cartoon is generally just one side of an issue, one | 
opinion on often multi-faceted issues. Aaron 
Taylor, the current editorial cartoonist, has 
addressed topics from women in science to poor 
sidewalk conditions on campus to bickering pres- 
idential candidates.

The suspension runs through 
tonight’s game at North Carolina 
State.

“Our bottom line is whether they’re 
providing equal educational opportu- 
nities without discrimination,” she 
said. 

Gwen Paramore, the principal at 
Johnson, looked at single-sex classes 
as a way to remove distractions 
caused by raging teen-age hormones.

Out of 41 ninth-grade boys, 
only three have fathers living at home, 
school coach John Garner said. 
Nearly all the students are eligible for 
free lunches. 

Paramore, a motherly woman whose 
head is ringed with braids that stand 
so high they form a crown, waltzes

through the halls, a two-way radio in 
one hand, greeting students. She 
scolds one for wearing a stocking cap 
indoors. She pulls another against her 
with an encouraging hug. 

She decided to try single-sex class- 
rooms after two girls complained that 
boys were punching and pinching 
them. “It’s just not natural,” Mayonica 
Capies, a 15-year-old ninth-grader, 
said. Erica Renee Dunmore, 12, didn’t 
support the idea initially, but now 
likes picking out school clothes with- 
out having to worry what the boys 
will think. 

“T don’t think the boys like it,” she 
said, sitting in a computer class learn- 
ing how to write a business letter. 
“They can’t talk to the girls like they 
want to.

Science teacher Mary Walton had 
doubts, but now boasts about her 
ninth-grade boys. She says they feel 
comfortable in class and can express 
themselves without fear of being 
taunted by girls. 

Girls react the same way, says

Snoop Dogg case has 
jurors deadlocked

LOS ANGELES — Jurors who 
acquitted rapper Snoop Doggy Dogg 
and his former bodyguard of murder 
deadlocked on a lesser charge of vol- 
untary manslaughter Wednesday. 

The jurors said they deadlocked 9-3 
in favor of acquittal in the shooting 
death of a gang member. 

“It now appears to the court that the 
jury is hopelessly deadlocked, and I 
have declared a mistrial,” said 
Superior Court Judge Paul G. Flynn. 

The jurors also acquitted the rapper, 
whose real name is Calvin Broadus, 
of a separate charge of accessory after 
the fact in the Aug. 25, 1993, killing 
death of 20-year-old Philip 
Woldemariam. 

The mistrial only applies to the 
manslaughter charges. 

Broadus, dressed in a dark pin- 
striped suit and his hair pulled back in 
a braid, showed little emotion when 
the verdict was read by the court 
bailiff. The judge set a status confer- 
ence for March 18. He reduced the 
bail of each defendant from $1 mil- 
lion to $100,000 each and removed 
electronic monitoring but warned 
them to show up in court.
